During  the  year  5  samples  of  water  were  talcen  for 
bacteriological  purposes  and  of  these  4  were  satisfactory  sind  1 
was  unsatisfactory. 

Water  is  purchased  fron  Thingoe  Rural  District  Council  and 
we,  in  our  turn,  sell  it  to  Gipping  Rural  District  Council, 

Carting  of  Water.  There  was  no  carting  of  water  in  1962  as  extensions 
to  mains  have  provided  supplies  to  all  properties,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  outlying  farms  which  are  adequately  supplied  by  bores, 

(ill.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  joint  Badwell  Ash  and  Walsham-le-Willows  sewers  were 
made  available  for  use  in  September,  1962  and  early  steps  were  taken 
to  modernise  the  Council  houses  within  these  two  villages  arid  connect 
them  to  the  sewer,  O-jners  of  private  houses  also  showed  an  early 
interest  in  the  sewer  and  made  connections  thereto. 

There  are  now  six  completed  sewerage  schemes  within  the 
District  and,  during  the  year,  more  houses  iiave  been  connected  to 
the  main  sewer  and  every  month  applications  are  received  and 
assistance  given  by  means  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  which 
enable  owners  of  older  properties  to  bring  them  up  to  date,  frequently 
at  half  the  usual  cost. 

During  the  year  80  applications  were  received  for  Grant 
Aid  -  22  for  Discretionary  and  58  for  Standard  Grants,  In  1961  the 
figures  were  24  for  the  former  and  34  for  the  latter.

The  Council  are 
also  concerned  with  the  sewering  of  Wattisfield,  Beyton,  Hessett  and 
Thurston  and,  for  that  purpose,  have  instructed  their  Consulting

Maiiy  strG.ams  irrigate  farm  lands  and  pastures,  sometimes 
flowing  several  miles  before  linking  up  with  larger  streams  and  finally 
joiniig  a  river,  although  there  are  none  of  the  latter  in  the  Thedwastre 
district.  Attention  has  been  given  to  watercourses  bordering  highways 
amd  other  places  frequented  by  the  public,  and  vermin  is  kept  in  check 
by  periodic  visits  of  the  Rodent  Operator, 

3.(i)  CLOSET  ACjgkiODATIQN 


All  post  war  private  houses  have  modern  sanitation  including 
water  closets  with  draiiage  to  septic  tanlis  or  cesspools.  In  seven 
villages,  a  large  number  are  now  connected  to  tlie  main  sewer  and  all 
Council  houses  in  Rattle sden,  Elmswell,  Woolpit,  Badwell  Ash  and 
'ialsham-le-Willows  enjoy  this  am.enity, 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANS  PIG 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  operated  on  a  fortnightly 
basis,  the  collection  being  kerbside,  except  from  thr se  dwellings 
occupied  by  elderly  peo,:.)le  or  women  living  alone. 

The  vehicle,  a  4  ton,  18  cubic  yard  harrier,  is  giving 
quite  good  service  and  is  manned  by  a  driver/loader  and  two  los.ders, 
who  remove  refuse  from  3,^~00  premises  every  2  weeks. 

Removal  of  household  refuse  was  started  in  September,  194'7, 
and,  at  that  time,  the  Council  adopted  the  hire-bin  service  at  a  charge 
of  5/-  per  annum  but,  after  a.  few  years,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue 
the  charge,  since  when  dustbins  for  new  occupiers  <■  r  those  in  place 
of  any  worn  out  or  defective  are  supplied  free  of  charge.  It  is 
found  in  many  cases  that  one  dustbin  per  house  is  insufficient  a..nd 
other  containers  are  used.  It  may  mean  that,  at  some  future  time, 
a  more  frequent  service  will  be  considered  necessary. 

The  refuse  tips  are  at  Badwell  Ash,  Eliiaswell,  Hindercl^ 
Rattlesden  and  iAfattisfield  and,  to  make  tipping  easier,  bull  dozers 
are  hired  v/hen  required  to  level  off  the  tips  which  are  then  covered 
with  soil  • 


The  Rodent  Oj^Derator  malces  frequent  visits  to  the  tips  in 
order  to  combat  the  menace  of  flies  and  rats. 
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Waste  paper,  weighing  7  tons,  2cv/ts.3q.i*s.  was 
salvaged  during  19^2  and  the  proceeds,  amounting  to  £25.  1.  6d. 
are  used  to  help  to  defray  the  cost  of  refuse  collection,

The  new  cesspool  emptier  is  provi  "  most  satisfactory 
and,  although  many  more  houses  arc  on  the  sewer,  there  is 
an  apparently  everlasting  demand  for  its  services,  in  fact, 
there  is  usually  a  waiting  period. 

The  charge  for  emptying  is  30/-  for  the  1st  load  oJid 
25/-  for  each  subsequent  lo.:d,  except  where  properties  can  be 
connected  to  the  Council's  sewer  when  the  charge  is  double  in 
each  case.

The  Council  receive  many  requests  from  householders  for  the 
destruction  of  rates,  mice,  wasp’s  nests,  ants,  flies  etc.  and 
as  previously  mentioned  frequent  treatment  is  given  to  all  refuse 
tips,  streams,  ditches  and  business  premises.  A  copy  of  the 
report  for  1962  can  be  seen  on  the  following  page. 

(x)  OLD  PEOPLE’S  BUNG/kLOWS 

The  six  bungalows  at  Elraswell  are  proving  a  boon  to  the 
elderly  occupants  -  all  ladies  -  who  enjoy  the  comfoid;  of  central 
heating  and  modern  sanitation.  Each  bungalow  has  a  kitchen, 
bednoom,  living  room  and  bathroom.  In  the  middle  of  the  block 
there  is  a  communal  lounge,  nicely  furnished,  where  the  tenants 
can  meet  and  tallc  or  watch  the  television.  Twelve  similar 
bungalows  are  being  erected  in  the  village  of  Woolpit. 

(xi)  I'lEALS  ON  VJHEELS 

The  Moals-on-Wheels  service  celebrated  its  first  birthday  ii 
December  and  has  been  gratefully  welcomed  by  the  elderly  inhabitants 
of  Drinlcstone,  Elmswell,  Tostock,  Nalsham-lo-¥illows  and  VJoolpit, 

40  to  50  two  course  dinners  are  provided  every  Tuesday  and  Friday, 
the  charge  for  which  is  l/-d.  Tlie  team  of  ten  Elmswell  ladies 
continue  to  act  as  cooks,  washers-up  and  deliverers  of  the  meals  to 
the  veiy  appreciative  recipients* 

(xii)  SCHOOLS 

Modern  sewage  disposal  methods  are  in  use  a,t  Boyton,  Elmswell, 
Rattlesdon,  Rickinghall  and  Noolpit  and  will  undoubtedly  be  adopted 
in  other  villages  as  soon  as  sewers  are  available.  All  of  the 
schools  have  mains  water  supplies.
